GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

\\ itli a twid'old fdiject in view, the Hermatis 
have lamiehed a series of fresh attaeks upon the 
IMisitions of the allies west and north of the river 
Oise and .ilong the .\isne. The ilouble pitrpose of 
the invaders are: 1. To find a weak spot in the

An effort to divet t 
the attention of the allies from the northern and 
soutliern ends of the .■!7.->-milelong battle front, 
where the pressure of the Freiteli, itritisli ami llcl- 
gians is being steadily increased. Near Lassigny 
the (iertnans are attaikiug oti the part of the line 
lying nearest to Paris Dispatches receivisl in Paris 
from the northern sphere indicate that anotlier 
battle is in progress for the laissessioti of Lille. Th-> 
lighting in that region is g dug on along the line of 
the La Bassee canal. In West Flanders bad weathei 
still eontimies and the trisips are lighting in mud 
that is knee dee|i in some places. News of the 
violent attacks in the eastern part of the Argonne 
forest indicate that the (iertnans are struggling haid 
to get witliin artillery range of Fort De Marre and 
Fort Chiosol. two of the principal works defending 
Verdun on the northwest. In the Woevre district, 
the (lermans are trying to retake some of the lost 
ground around Klirey, but rtiey evidently under- 
estiniatiHl the strength of the French forces in that 
region. .Vs the French advance, yard by ytird. in 
that region earthworks are thrown up. Dispalehe.s 
received at Sofia from Constantinoiile describe the 
situation in the Turkish caiiital as increasingly 
alarming. The hKal authorities apprehend not only 
attacks from the outside, but internal disorders. 
The arcliives of the state have been jiacked ready 
for removal from the city and many of them have 
been sent away. Preparations have lieen completed 
al.so for the removal of the treasury and locomotives 
are kept eonstantly under steam in the rallrteid 
.vards <T StamtKnil to meet the isissible necessity of 
conveying the ottieials of the government to a jdaee 
of safety at short notice. Preparations liave biam 
made at .Vdrialiople for the ipiartering of the state

f^paraled hy oiilv lh<- small dilT.*reina‘ of Star 

Miooi was victor over I’eep O'llay for sciund place, 
and it is easy lo |i<*rieive that Broomstick owes 
it to his line danghtei', Kegret. I ha t Isdli ol tlwse 
imiHiried stallions did not iirecisle him in the list <d 
iweiity most successful sires of ilie year. It is of 
interest lo note that of this list of twenty select 
siie.< twelve wi-re native Invd. Of last year’s tweii- 
ty, seven were new comers. Knight Errant. IVIer 
t.^iiinie, llisgnise, .Ac‘ronanf. I’lliinns, Voter and 
\V<Kilsthor|>e. taking tlie plaies held hy I’licle. llaiii- 
hiirg. Martinet, IMandit. Omaiiieiit. Bantiockliiini 
and Fatherless in tlie similar list of Itll:!. Mad 
I'ncle’s two splendid sons Old Hoselsid and I.ittle 
.VepiM'W remained sound he would siirel.v have* rc*- 
talued his |ila<e in the list, hut ladh were crippled 
and nnaliU' to do imicli racing. Star Shcsit’s family 
was a hig one, sixty-nine of his progcii.v running for 
him. while Br.smistick only had thirty-one repre- 
sentatives in the raedng of the ycuir. I’eep O’Da.v 
had some smashing good race liorses in action, and 
was fortunate* in that his son, Iiavid Craig, hy tak- 
ing the valiiahle Inteniational Iierhy at Dorval I’ark 
lecanic- one of the chief money -winners of the year. 
Ogden was sc*cond lo BnsHiistick in the list of I'.li:!, 
hill fell hack lo f..iirth place in 1!I14, although in mon- 
ey Won there was more to his creslit than in ItllM, 
The family of this sire is growing and since he had 
iiiiielec*!! wiiiiiiii.g two-year-olds in IhH, it is among 
tile* possihilil ic*s that Im* has a chance to tigiire as 
the preniic*r himself in Ihl".. Stalwart finished 
liflli in the list and is Mtshiler’s most suciessinl son 
in stud serviia*. He was liiniself a grand race horse* 
and a great stayer, and his promim*nce is no more 
than was to le' expected, Yankee sent one of the 
host lillies of the year to the races in Kaskaskia 
and sliowed a great increase in money won, and 
Met he inaintaim*d his promini'ine of the .year lefore.
